TO INSIST ON RIGHTS 


Berlin Has Been Told In- 
formally Since Dispatch of 
Note That U. S. Stands 
Firmly on Principles of 


Humanity. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 19.—Official 
information was received here today 
that Germany's reply to the American 
note would not be completed for al 
least a week, and probably not reach 
Washington for at least 10 days. 

It is now known with somedefi- 
niteness that Germany will indicate 
her willingness to have her subma- 
rimes act toward all merchantmen 
just as destroyers or cruisers would, 
giving ample time for passenger-« 
and crew to leave, provided mer- 
chantmen are unarmed, or if pas- 
pengers and contraband traffic are 
separated, 

That position is looked upon with 
some favor here, provided it is sug- 
gested as a modus vivendi and tem- 
porary arrangement and does no. 
involve the relinquishment by the 
United States of the rights of its 
citizens to travel anywhere on the 
high seas on enemy or belligerent, 
unarmed ships. 

U. §S. Insists on Principles. 

There is an insistence on the part 
of the United States, however, that 
the principles of law and humanity 
expressed in its note must be recog- 
nized and admitted by Germany and 
that any intention to. destroy Amerli- 
can lives on the Lusitania must be 
disavowed. 

That the United States will stand 
firmly on the principles set forth in 
ita note has been conveyed indire¢t- 
ly and informally to Germany sinée 
the communication itself left here. 

Another factor in the situation which 
is expected to be clarified in a day or 
two is that with respect to Great Brit- 
ain ever the embargo proclaimed 
by the allies. That a note has been in 
preparation on the subject and is vir- 
tually completed, is authoritatively 
known, but it was learned today that 
President Wilson probably will not make 
any move in that direction until Ger- 
many’s reply is received. 

He is said to be unwilling to compli- 
cate the problem by new representa- 
tions and is understood to believe that 
the issue between the United States and 
Germany must be settled clearly on the 
auestions presented in the note and 
that the United States should act with- 
out obligation and in its own way in its 
correspondence with Great Britain or 
other belligerents. 

Germany has sent to a prize court the 
case of the American sailing ship Wil- 
liam P. Frye, sunk in the South At- 
lantic last January by the German auxi- 


liary cruiser Prinz Eitel Friedrich, but 
it is understood the German Admiralty 


took that action before it had receivec 
the amen ag note insisting that the 
damages justed directly through 
Boies + negotiations in Washington. 


It is said by officials here that the 
reference of the case to a prize court 
will not necessarily prevent diplomatic 
adjustment. The German Government, 
it is said, probably finds it necessary, 
under its legal methods, to develop cer- 
tain facts through a prize court, even 
while negotiations may be in progress. 
As Germany has admitted in principle 
its liability for the sinking of the Frye, 
the State Department here probably will 
not feel concerned at this latest deve)- 
opment. 

Full Payment Promised. 

The American Government sent a de- 
mand for indemnity to Germany soon 
after the Frye was sunk. The German 
Government replied that the American 
claim appeared to be well founded and 
that full payment would be made for 
losses sustained by the owners. The 
note concluded with a paragraph that 
the adjudication of the case would have 
to be made by a German prize court. 

On April 28 the State Department in- 
formed the German Government that its 
proposal to force the owners of the ves- 
sel to go through a prize court and 
await its action was not gatisfactory tc 
this Government. 

There were rumors in Washington last 
night that the State Department had 
learned that Germany had ordered a 
suspension of her submarine warfare 
pending the negotiations between the 
German and American Governments. 
This rumor would seem to be discounted 
by the sinking of the British steamer 
Drumeree, reported today.

EMBEZZLEMENT 


Charge That He Appropriated 
$150 Note Given Him by 
Women Brought Up. 


Prosecmttor Says Former Clayton 
Realty Dealer Will Be Tried 
on Every Count. 


Beverly C. Stevens, for 20 years 


the most prominent real estate deal- 
er in St. Louis County, again was 
placed on trial today on a charge ot 
embezzlement. A jury in Judge Cave's 
court vesterday found him guilty of 
a similar charge and fixed his pun-~ 
ishment at three years in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Today's trial also was in Judge Cave's 
court. There are 41 other cages against 
Stevens. in all of these he has taken 
a change of venue to St. Louis. They 
originally were docketed in the St. Louls 
County Circuit Court at Clayton, where 
had his real estate office. 

Miss Josie Mudd:-,of 2%00 University 
street, and her sister, Mrs. Laura 
Burke of 2520 St. Louls avenue, are 
the presecuting witnesses in the case 
now being tried. The specific charge 
is that Stevens, .Nov. 20, 1913, em- 
bezzled from Miss Mudd and Mrs. 
Burke a note for $150 which they 
gave to him to be applied on the 
purchase price of a piece of property 
in Joyce place, St. Louis County.

It was alleged in the aon ee 
that when they gave the $150 note 
to Stevens he converted it to his own 
us- instead of turning it over to 
Mrs, Joyce. 

Richard Ralph, Prosecuting Attor- 
ney for St. Louis County, is conduct- 
ing the prosecutions of Stevens in 
the St. Louis courts. He said today 
that all of the remaining 39 cases 
would go to trial and that as quickly 
as one charge against Stevens was 
passed upon by a jury another would 


be brought forward. 
Tells of Making Payment, 


Miss Mudd testified that the first two 
notes of $150 each were paid by her sis- 
ter, Mrs. George Kingsland. She aail 
she first went to Stevens’ office to make 
a payment, Nov. 30, 1913. With her was 
another sister, Miss Julia Mudd 

She handed $1580 to B. C. Stevens Jr., 
who gave it to Ellis Stevens and told 
him to take it into an inner office and 
have a receipt signed. Ellis went int» 
the inner office. She heard a voice 
which she recognized as that of B. C. 
Stevens Sr. A few minutes later Ellis 
came out and nanded her a_ “receipt 
signed by B. C. Stevens. 

Miss Julia Mudd corroborated her sis- 
ter’s testimony. Mrs. Kingsland told 
of making two payments at Stevens’ of- 
fice. In each case, she said, the monev 
was taken into an iuner office and afte! 
a short wait a receipt signed with the 
name of B. C. Stevens was brought tu 
her. 

Steveus’ attorney, In questioning the 
witnesses, dwelt on the fact that the 
women had not seen B. C. Stevens whe 
making the payments. Therefore, he 
said, they could not be sure that he re- 
ceived the money. The State rested at 
noon.

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ONE-WAY TRAFFC 
RULE FOR LOCUST 
STREET PROPOSED 


East Bound Movement in Fore- 
noon and West Bound in 
Afternoon Suggested. 


CONGESTION Boi tabiesirsescn’s oak 


Police and Street Departments 
Considering Regulation; Park- 
way Would Be Relief. 


A plan is under consideration by the 


Police and Street Departments to con- 
vert Locust street into a one-way thor- 
oughfare, by which eastbound traffic 
wou':l be permitted in the mornings and 


westbound vehicles axclusively in 


afternoons. 
The congested condition of the thor- 


oughfare is due primarily to the in- 
creased number of motor vehicles and 
secondarily to the large number of jit- 
neys using the street. 

President McPheeters of the Police 
Board told a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day he believed the change in traffi- 
regulations on Locust street would be 
made soon. lie said no final plan 
had been devised, but he thought the 
one-way rule possibly would be applied 
from 8 to 9:30 a. m. 6:30 
or 7 p. m. 


and from 4 to 


May Include Pine Street. 

The one-way regulations, he said, 
probably would apply between 
Twelfth street and Theresa avenue. 
He said the commissioners had 
thought also of designating another 
one-way thoroughfare for 
hours, possibly Pine street, on which 
only westbound traffic would be 
permitted in the mornings and only 
eastbound traffic in the afternoons. 
He said it later was suggested that 
the one-way rule, at first, be made 
to apply only to Locust street. 

Observations of the crowded traf- 
fic conditions on Locust street are 
being made, Commissioner McPheeters 
said, but no figures are available. 
He said there was no doubt in any- 
body’s mind that Locust street traf- 
fic demanccc regulation by which 
the danger of accidents could we 
dione away with. 

Patkway as a Relief. 

Commissioner McPheeters, 
jday speech yesterday at the central 
parkway headquarters, at 521 Olive 
street, said he favored the parkway be- 
cause he believes it will relieve traffic 
conditions which are becoming one of 
the most serious problems the police and 
city officials have to handle. 

“The rapid increase of automobiles 
and motor trucks, ‘“‘Commissioner Mc- 
Pheeters said, ‘has created one of the 
most serious traffic proBlems we ever 
have had to contend with. The parkway 
would solve this problem. It would 
have a tendency .to distribute the park- 
ing of cars in the downtown sections, 
relieving the general traffic congestion. 

He said the parkway would have 
a decided tendency to diminish juve- 
nile crime in St. Louis. Police rec- 
ords here and in other cities, he said, 
show offenses of juveniles have de- 
creased from 20 to 30 per cent in 
sections where parks, playgrounds 
and recreational facilities have been 
established.

ROBBER WHO SHOT 
GIRL IDENTIFIED AS 
PARK HOLDUP MAN 


Miss Lydia Bray Wounded 
Thrice When Couple Are At- 
tacked in Lover’s Lane. 


ESCORT IN DUEL IN 


A. F. Williams Tells of His Fight 
With Highwayman, Whose 
Wounds Are Serious. 


Tony Gualdoni, Forest Park highway- 
man, who last night shot Miss Lydia 
Bray, 18 years old, of ‘3663 Folsom ave- 
nue, and was twice wounded by Arthur 
F. Willlams, 3%, of 5153 Vernon avenue, 


the wvith whom the young woman was sit- 


ting in his automobile near the Confed- 


erate monument, was identified at the 
city hospital today as the man who 
robbed one automobilist, and probably 
another, in the park on the night of 
April 22. 

Jerome Friede of 5351 Delmar boule- 
vard said the wounded robber was the 
man who robbed him of $15 and his. 
watch near the Confederate monument 
on that night, when he got out to fix 
his machine. A young woman was with 
him at the time. Alex G. Buttweiler of 
5055 Vernon avenue, who was robbed of 
his watch and $1 on the same night, 
and in-about the same manner, will be 
asked to look at Gualdouni. . 

Girl Has Three Wounds. 

Gualdoni has twv serious wounds in 
the breast. The police:think he is the 
man who robbed Fred C. Orthwein of 
£108 Waterman avenue, on [inéell boule- 
vard near DeBaliviere avenue, the night 
of March 4, and who robbcd Edward H. 
Stamm of 4936 Washington boulevard, 
as he walked with a young woman on 
Lindell boulevard the night of/March 9. 
Recause of these robberies of men ac- 
companied by women, two policemen 
have since patrolled the park neighbor- 
hood at night, one in woman's clothing 
and the other posing as her escort, in 
the hope of gaining the robber’s atten- 
tion. Gualdoni said he lived at 1122 
Locust street. 

Miss Bray, who has two wounds in the 
right leg and one in the right hand, is 
in the Missouri Baptist Sanitarium. Wil- 
liams was not permitted to see her when 
he called this morning. 

Hole Through Hat Brim. 

Williants, who was unhurt, show2i a 
Post-Dispatch ~reporter a hole through 
his hat brim, which he said was inade 
by one of the highwayman’s bullets. He 
said he and Miss Bray, who ig a téle- 
phone operator, had been acquainted for 
a year and a half, and he told a detailed 
story of the fight. 

‘‘We were sitting on the front seat of 
my machine, spooning,’’ sald Willams. 
“T had driven the car into Lovers’ lane, 
which is not a regular park rvoadway, 
and had stopped, so we could talk »et- 
ter. Miss Bray had been telling me about 
her visi: to the San Francisco “Expos!- 
tion, from which she returned a few 
days ago. 

Tells of the Duel. 

“Because of the cold, I had drawn 
the curtains-of the car. The side 
lamps were burning, and by their 
light Miss Bray first saw a man ap- 
proaching the machine on the’ right. 
Oh, look, Jerry,’ she said to m Jer- 
is my nickname. As he got up 
close I saw that he carried a re- 
volver, and that he wore a bandana 
handkerchief over his chin. 

“T had an automatic revolver under 
the front seat, with the muzzle dqwn, 
but I did not have time to reach it, 
when the man waved his revolver and 
told me to hold up my hands. 

“‘Don’t shoot!’ I said, and waved 
my hands about. In doing this, |. 
managed to get my revolver, and then 
there came the robber’s first shot, 
which went through the dashboard 
and through my hat brim. 

“Then I began pumping my auto- 
matic. The man was so near—not 
more than five feet away—that it 
seemed to me most of my 8 bullets 
must° have hit him. He kept firing, 
though. I heard Miss Bray scream- 
ing, but I didn’t know then that she 


was wounded. 
“Don’t Shoot! You’ve Got Me.” 


“When I got out of the car I saw 
the man start to get up from the ground, 
but he lay back again and called ‘Don’t 
shoot, you’ve got me. He still held his 
revolver and while I thought it was 
probably empty, I didn't wish to take 
chances with him, or with any accom- 
lice he might have. So I hit him on 
the head with my automatic, and then 
he lay still.” 

Willams then returned to the car and 
found that Miss Bray had been shot, 
and, without further attention to the 
robber, he ran his car to a drug store 
at Union boulevard and Berlin avenue. 
There he rushed in excitedly, waving his 
revolver, and demanding that a doctog 
be called. He told policemen, who came 
soon afterward, where to find the 
wounded highwayman.

VERDICT OF $1600 
FOR EJECTION FROM 
MIMER GARDEN 


O. H. Kepley Awarded Judg- 
ment Against Owners of 
Forest Park Highlands.

A verdict for $1500 was returned today 
by a jury in Circuit Judge Henning’s 
court in favor of 0. H. Kepley of the 
Buckingham Hotel. manager of the 
American Multigraph Co., against the 
Fark Circuit and Realty Co., owner of 
Forest Park Highlands, for humiliation 
suffered by Kepley in being ejected 
from the amusement resort on the night 
of July 4 last. He sued for $7500. Clif- 
ford B. Nelson and R. B. Jones, who 
were in Kepley’s party of four men. 
all of whom were put out, have suits 
for $7300 pending against the company. 

The defense was that Kepley and his 
companions were acting in a boisterous 
manner and that officers stationed at 
the Highlands were forced to eject the 
men in the interest of good order. Kep- 
ley denied that their deportment was 
not proper. His party was singing col- 
lege songs and was told by an officer 
that the amusement company paid $89 
a week for talent. 

Compjaint About Palm Reading. 

t was testified that a woman sat down 
at the same table with the Kepley party 
and the defense complained of her con- 
duct. It was asserted that she sat with 
her dress too high an’! that she held the 
hand of one of the men to read his palm. 
Kepley said the woman did not read his 
palm and that he did not notice how she 
was sitting. The defense also souxht to 
show that the plaintiff's party pounded 
with their steins on the table and then 
made a pyramid of the steins. 

Mrs. Gertrude Moon, who testified for 
the plaintiff's side, was cross-examined 
by Theodore Ragsieur, attorney for the 
company, in regard to a letter she wrote 
about the case: In th'‘s letter Mrs. Moon 
said she saw the conduct of the party 
and noticed that attenipts were made to 
catch. hold of a young woman who 
passed the table at which the Kepley 
party sat. She admitted she wrote the 
letter but said she was mistaken. 

“Blaming a Woman.” 
John M. Goodwin, attorney for the 
plaintiff, argued to the jury that the 
defense was trying to get out of the 
difficulty by blaming 2 woman. 
“It is no longer Forest Park Highlands 
but the Garden of Eden,”’ he said. He 
asserted that to be in accord with the 
defendant's notion of deportment one 
must be scber of countenance and carry 
@ prayer book upon entering the rezort.

The 
Board of Aldermen has the power, by a 
three-fourths vote, to remove an elective 
official. 

Two other Aldermen,’ Barney L. 
Schwartz of the Twenty-fifth Ward and 
E. E. Rudolph of the First Ward, also 
announced they would introduce a reso- 
lution urging the Schramm inquiry. 

The resolution, Alderman Koenig told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, will ask that 
a committee of five Aldermen be ap- 
pointed Friday to begin*an tmmediate 
public hearing into the charges made 
this week against Assessor Schramm by 
William F. Mockler, who had been ap- 
pointed a District Assessor. 

Mockler recently made known the fact 
that Assessor Schramm, in appointing 12 
Deputy Assessors last week, required 
each of them to write their resignations 
in advance, to be used at the Assessor's 
pleasure, and charged that Schramm 
asked him, in return for the favor of 
| appointing him a deputy, to look out 
for real estate business for the Schramm 
realty firm. 

Inquiry to Be Broad. 

The investigation, Alderman Koenig 
said, should cover not only the charges 
made by Mockler ‘but Assessor 
Schramm’s general conduct in relation 
to other subordinates in his office. 

“From what I have read the allega- 
tions against Schramm should be proved 
or disproved for the vatisfaction of the 
public and Schramm,” Alderman Koenig 
said. 

‘They are serious «charges. If Asses- 
sor Schramm is guilty of asking a can- 
didate for Deputy Assessor to act as a 
real estate solicitor for his private iirm, 
he should be removed from public office. 
And if he is not guilty, it is only fair 
to him to have the charges threshed out 
and vindi@ate him.” 

Inquiry among Aldermen today 4dis- 
closed that a number of them took the 
same attitude as Alderman Koenig. They 
did not care to comment upon the con- 
troverry, as they will be in the position 
eof judges of Assessor Schramm's conduct 
in office. 

Mayor Kiel declared that although

Australian Submarine Lost. 

Confirmation of the previous report of 
the sinking of the Australian subma- 
rine AE2 in the Dardanelles is con- 
tained in an official communication is- 
sued by the admiralty. The statement 
says the crew of the vessel are pris- 
oners of the Turks. The admiralty com- 
munication says: 

“A report from Turkish sources states 
that the submarine AE2 of the Aus- 
tralian navy was sunk April 30 while 
endeavoring to enter the Sea of Mar- 
mora and that her crew was captured. 

“Further reports from diplomatic 
channels at Athens say that three offi- 
cers and 17 men were taken prisoners 
out of a total of three officers and 2 
men aboard the submarine. No com- 
munication having been received from 
this vessel since April 26, her loss musr 
be presumed.” 


AUSTRIAN OFFERS 
TO ITALY RECITED 
IN THE REICH STAG 


German Chancellor Tells of Ter- 
ritorial Concessions Proposed; 
Still Hopes Alliance Will Hold. 


BERLIN, May 19.—*You are aware,”’ 
‘paid Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, the 
Imperial Chancellor, speaking in the 
Reichstag yesterday, ‘‘that the relations 
betwoen Italy and Austria-Hungary 
within the last month have  »been 
strongly strained. 

“From the speech made yesterday by 
Coant Tisza you will have gathered 
that the Vienna Cabinet, in a sincere 
effort fo insure enduring peace een 
the Gual monarchy and Italy and to take 
into account the lasting great vital in- 
terests of both empires, had resolved on 
far-reaching concessions to Italy of a 
territorial nature. 

Austria’s Propesed Concessions. 

“I consider it proper to indicate these 
instances to you: » 

“1. Part of the Tyrol inhabited by 
Italians was to be ceded to Italy. 

“<2 The western bank of the Isonzo, 
insofar as the population, was purely 
Italian. 

"3. Treiste was to be made an im- 
perial free city, receiving an adminis- 
tration which would insure the Italian 
character of the government and estab- 
lish an Italian university. 

“4 Italian sovereignty over Aviona 
(@ seaport of Albania) and a sphere of 
interest belonging thereto to be recog- 
nized. 

“6. Austria-Hungary declared her po- 
litical disinterestedness regarding A\l- 
bania. 

“6. The national interests of Italians 
in Austria to be particularly respected. 

‘7. Austria-Hungary to grant amnesty 
to political military prisoners belonging 
to the ceded territory. 

, “8 The further wishes of Italy regara- 
. ing the general question to be assured 
“every consideration. 

‘9S. Austria-Hungary, after the con- 
lusion of the agreement, to give a sol- 
,emn declaration concerning the conces- 
sions 

“10, Mixed committees for the recula-

“TIT can add,’ continued the Imperial 
Chancellor, “that Germany, in order to 
further strengthen the understanding be- 
tween both her allies, undertook, with 
the full agreement of the Vienna Cab- 
inet, to give a full guarantee for the 
loyal fulfillment of these offers. Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary herewith 
formed a resolution which, if it should 
lead to results, would, I firmly believe, 
find an overwhelming majerity in the 
three nations. 

“With ifs Parliament, the Italian .peo- 
ple will now decide whether it will reach 
the fulfillment of all national aspirations 
in the widest extent in a peaceful man- 
ner, or whether it will plunge the coun- 
try into war and tomorrow draw the 
sword against its allies of yesterday and 
today. 

“I will not give up the hope entirely 
that the scale ©f peace will be heavier 
than the scale of war, but whatever the 
decision of Italy may be, we, together 
with Austria-Hungary, have done all 
within the bounds of possibility to sup- 
port an alliance which was firmly root- 
ed among the German people and had 
brought profit and good to the three em- 
pires. 

“If the alliance is torn by one of the 
three partners, we shall know, together 
with the other partner, how to meet the 
new dangers with dauntless confidence 
and courage.” 

The Imperial Chancellor’s speech was 
loudly applauded from the galleries. The 
various secretaries of state were pres- 
ent. 

President of Reichstag Speaks. 
The President of the Reichstag opened 
the sitting by saying: 

“We begin our work inspired with full 
confidence which is justified by the 
course of events up to the present, with- 
out vanity, but with steadfast determ!i- 
nation which has its root in unity and 
the fustice of our course. ‘The German 
people is looking forward quietly to the 
future, which must bring the develop- 
ment of all our forces for the good and 
greatness of our beloved fatherland.”’

British Press Representative Says Bombardment 


of Achi Baba Was Most Stupendous Ever 
Witnessed— Hills Seemed to Be Afire. 


LONDON, May 19.—Continuing his 
Story of the three days’ battle of Achi 
Baba from May 6 to 3% the British 
rress representative with the allied 
forces the Dardanelles, after 
describing the battlefleld and declaring 
that- not a Turk nor a Turkish trench 
was Visible, added: 

“Only the allied forces, the English 


on the left, the French on the right, 
the British colonials and territorials and 
the French foreign legivun in reserve 
were to be seen. * * * Time and again 
long waves of French colonials swept 
forward, but no sooner did they leave 
the shelter of their trenches than the 
Turks, who had been iying atsolutely 
quiet, opened up a treirendous fire from 
concealed trenches. * * * 

Turks Could Not Be Shaken Out. 

“Eacl? day’s attacks were preceded by 
furious shell fire from the warships, but 
the Turks could not be shaken, and our 
infantry advances met such an iron hail 
that the line wavered and then broke. 
The fire which the Turks developed was 
undesirable and it was im) ossibie to lo- 
cate their batteries.’’ 

Describing the third day’s fighting, 
the correspondent says: 

“At 5:15 o'clock in the afternoon there 
suddenly opened from every ship afloat 
and battery ashore the most stupendous 
bombardment ever witnessed. Fifteen- 
inch and 12-inch shelis charged with 
lyddite caused the most terrible explo- 
sions, apparently consuming entire hills. 
Smaller shells, both lydd{te and shrap- 
nel, searched every yard of the slopes 
and sprayed the country between Achi 
Baba and our trenches. The noise was 
frightful, the hills echoing the detona- 
tions of thousands of projectiles. 

“The whole region did not have the 
appearance of being shelled but seemed 
as if it had suddenly been set afire. It 
was covered with a solid bank of yellow, 
green and white smoke whence number- 
less volcanoes burst into eruption. The 
bombardment lasted a quarter hour. Ac- 
cording to all preconceived notions, the 
enemy should have been wiped out and 
incapable of resisting an infantry ad- 
vance. Not a single Turk was visible 
and their artillery had not fired a 
round. Suddenly the guns ceased fire 
and as one man the entire line of in- 
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fantry leaped forward to the assault 
of Krithia. 
Enemy Waiting and Ready. 

“In spite of all this artillery prepara- 
tion, however, the enemy was waiting 
and ready. No sooner had our men 
emerged than a storm of rifle and ma- 
chine gun fire was opened on them. But 
our troops never hesitated. The New 
Zealanders and Australians particularly 
charged with bayonets straight into the 
Turkish line. The manner in which these 
Dominion troops went forward never will 
be forgotten by witnesses who saw them 
melt away under the dreadful fusillade 
only to be renewed again as reserves 
and supports moved forward to replace 
the fallen. 

“At length a point was reached from 
which no further advance was possible 
and each man lay down-and dug himsel?y 
in. It became obvious that the attack 
had spent its force. Only a few hundred 
yards had been won and the hope of 
taking Krithia by direct assault had to 
be abandoned.” 

Describing the scene of the battle the 
correspondent writes: 

“It was a battlé of the old-fashioned 
type, where the commanders could 4di- 
rect the movements of their troops by 
telephone, on the basis of what they 
could watch going on under their eyea. 
The objective was to Zain possession of 
the height of Achi Baba. This mountain 
has a peculiar and forbidding aspect. 
It closely resembles an old Chinese idol, 
with a great, round, stupid-looking 
head, two stout, thick-set shoulders and 
two long arms stretching out on either 
side to the sea. From the hill above the 
beach a perfect view is obtainable of 
the entire battlefield. 

“All the trenches occupied by the al- 
lied troops in the firing line. the long 
lines of supports and the closer forma- 
tion of reserves were visible. Spectators 
could watch our every movement on a 
chess board of war, but that of the 
enemy. Not a Turk nor a Turkish gun 
nor a Turkish trench was visible.” 


Continuous Gain in Dardanelles 
Claimed in British Review. 

LONDON, May 19.—The following 
review of recent operations at the 
Dardanelles was given out today by 
the official information bureau: 

“The following has been received 
from the Mediterranean force: 

“Gen. Cox's brigade repulsed with 
heavy loss an attack on his position 
made on May 12 The following day

BERLIN, via London, May 19.—Last, 
evening's newspapers, discussing the 
American note to Germany, are agreed 
that it is impossible for Germany to 
abandon her submarine warfare. Vari- 
ous papers point out what they regard 
as the inconsistency of the Washington 
Government “in asserting against Ger- 
many the right of American citizens to 
g0 wherever they please on the seas, 
but abandoning that right against En- 
giand” and also in admitting ‘‘the legal- 
ity of England’s declaration of a war 
zone but protesting against Germany's 
submarine zone.’’ 

It is further pointed out by the news- 
papers that the American note admits 
the right of German vessels to search 
British vessels and to capture them if 
they are carrying contraband. But it is 
declared that Washington must know 
this right is rendered illustory through 
England’s course of arming merchant- 
men and ordering them to ram subma- 
rines “by which Capt. Otto Weddigen 
Germany’s submarine commanders who 
sank the Hogue, the Cressy an dthe 
Aboukir) lost his life. 

The newspapers complain that the 
note is fully in accord with the English 
standpoint that the Lusitania was 4 
harmless merchant vessel and ignores 
the fact that she was armed and car- 
rying munitions. The Kreuz Zeitung 
asserts that Germany was thoroughly 
right in demanding that neutrals avoid 
the war zone. 

The Taglische Rundschau says: 

“Owing to the presence on board the 


Lusitania of ammunition, which men- 
aced the lives of many thousand Ger- 
man soldiers, it was not only Germany's 
right, but her duty, to sink this auxil- 
iary cruiser, which was bringing ammu- 
nition to England and using American 
citizens as a shield for carrying con- 
traband. More sacred than the lives 
of neutrals are the lives of our com- 
patriots, our brave troops who. would 
long since have ended the war if Amer- 
ica had not prolonged it by the profit- 
able export of arms to our enemies. 


“America, as always is proud of her 
sober reasonableness, and when English 
mendacity has abated she will say that 
Gerinany violated no American rights, 
but acied according to right and duty 
as she was obliged to act.’’ 


The Vossische Zeitung says: 


“If America succeeds in bringing it 
about that British merchant vessels 
shall no longer sail under false flags, 
that England shall cease arming . mer- 
chant vessels and that contraband car- 
goes shall no longer be protected by 
American passengers, then the United 
States will find Germany on her side 
in an endeavor to lead submarine war 
into more humane channels. If Amer- 
ica fails to influence Great ‘Britain 
thus, the United States will have to 
put up with submarine war as at pres- 
ent waged. She must take care that 
her citizens enter as little into the 
naval war zone as they would into the 
firing line near Arras, Lille or 
Przemysl.”’ 


ENGLAND EXTENDS LIMIT FOR 
SHIPMENT OF GERMAN GOODS 


Americans Given Until June 15 to 
Get Consignments Purchased 
Before March 1. 
WASHINGTON, May 19.—The British 
Government today gave notice to the 
State Department that it had extended 
to June 15 the time within which Ger- 
man goods may be shipped to America, 
from neutral ports, provided they were 

purchased before March 1 last. 

Soon after the issue of the order in 
council the British Government under- 
took to allow the export of German and 
Austrian goods which had been bought 
by Americans through neutral ports, 
such as Holland and Denmark, upon 
the issue of a special permit in each 
case. Under the terms of these permits 
shipments must be made before June 1 
and today’s notice extended that period 
15 days. 

Complaint of continued detention of 
cotton cargoes in British ports are said 
at the British embassy to be due in 
many cases to the failure of the Amerit- 
can shippers to state the contract price 
of the cotton, a necessary factor in view 
of the right reserved by the British 
pGovernment to purchase such cargoes. 


WELLSTON MAN, A PIANIST, 
DIES IN EDWARDSVILLE JAIL 


imd Came Before Relatives Could Be 
Cor_municated With—Chcarge of 
Forgery Caused Arrest. 

John Norris, 28 years old, of Wellston, 
a pianist, died last night in the jail at 
Edwardsville, Ill., after pleading with 
the jailer to summon his father to his 
bedside. Norris died before his relatives 
could be communicated with. The Cor- 
oner’s jury is expected to return a ver- 

dict of death from alcoholism. 

E. C. Mason, proprietor of Lakeside 
Park, a summer resort at Horseshoe 
Lake, three miles from Granite City, 
had Norris arrested last Saturday on a 
charge of forgery. He said that he em- 
ployed Norris three weeks ago as a 
pianist, and that a week later he sent 
Norris to mail several letters, one of 
which contained a check. Mason later 
learned that the check was missing. 

Norris did not return tc the park, and 
was arrrested in St. Louis. 


DYER FOR -FORTIFYING HAWAII 


Congressman L. C. Dyer returned yes- 
terday from the Hawaiian Islands, 
which he visited as a member of a Con- 
gressional delegation of 10 Senators and 
36 Representatives to study the fortifi- 
cation requirements end the industrial 
conditions. : 

Congressman Dyer believes that $15,-

SECOND MAN CONVICTED 
OF NATURALIZATION FRAUD 


Henry Reich Was Charged With Mak- 
ing False Affidavit in Behalf 
of Brother-in-Law,. 

Henry Reich was convicted today by 
a jury in the U. 8. District Court on a 
charge of making false affidavits to aid 
his brother-in-law, Anton Slodkiswicz, 
to obtain naturalization papers. August 
Gorka, a friend of Slodkiswicz, was 
convicted Monday on the same charge. 

Slodkiswicz, after testifying in 
Reich's behalf yesterday, came into 
court near adjournment, and changed 
his plea to guilty. He was charged 
specifically with making an affidavit 
that he had lived in Missouri for a year 
prior to application for naturalization, 
as required by law, while testimony 
showed he had been here a shorter 
period. 

The Government also contended that 
Slodkiswicz was not a man of good 
moral character, as court records 
showed that in 1907 he was convicted 
on a statutory charge. Judge Dyer de- 
ferred sentence.

Thomas H. Rogers, chairman of tne 
Efficiency Board, addressing’ the Citr 


Club at luncheon today, said that poll- 
ticlans had sought to bring the board 
Into ridicule by representing that it re- 
quired mental and “literary” tests of 
unskilled laborers. He sald all stories 
to this effect were absolutely false, and 
that unskilled laborers were not required 
even to know how to read and write. 
But the board, he said, is determined to 
carry out the charter provisions by giv- 
ing unskilled laborers, as well as others, 
such a test as shall show their fit- 
ness for the work they have to do. 
Civil Service Men Speak. 

Hermon W. Craven of Seattle and 
Charlies M. Galloway of South Caro- 
lina, national civil service commission- 
ers, and Charles Hendricks, secretary 
of the commission for the Ninth Dis- 
trict, stationed in St. Louis, spoke after 
Rogers. 

Rogers’ talk was of especial interest 
because of his recent semi-controversy 
with Mayor Kiel over some details of 
the board’s examinations, and because 
of the charges made by Rogers in an 
interview in the Post-Dispatch, that 
politicians were trying to nullify the 
civil service provision of the new char 
ter. 

‘In everything the board has tried to 
do,” said Rogers, in his City Club talk, 
‘“‘we have met some obstacle. We can 
feel and see the obstacle, but we don’t 
always know who's in the rear shoving, 
though we can guess. 

Stories Are Untrue 

“An effort is being made—by whom it 
is not hard to figure—to keep unskilled 
laborers from being included tn the clag- 
sified service. That is, it is desired to 
have laborers put on without any test. 
For that reason, the stories of mental 
and literary tests for day laborers have 
been circulated, stories which are abso- 
lutely false.” 

Rogers displayed application blanks, 
which state that another person may 
sign for an applicant who cannot write, 
to disprove the “literary” test stery. 
But he said the board was determined 
that every such applicant should show 
himself fit for the rought work he 
would have to do if appointed. He need 
not be a Hercules, Rogers said, but he 
must have adequate sight, hearing and 
physical ability, whether he is a first- 
class unskilled laborer or a white wing, 

Opposed by Organisations, 

“Thé Democratic organisation,” he 
remarked, “is just as much opposed te 
the proper carrying out of this previ- 
sion as the other. Both organisations 
know that if unskilled labor is open, as 
in the 4614 system, they cannot counnt 
on 3000 to 3600 votes, at every election, 
from men who are held tn these jobs by 
political influence.”

LONDON, May 19.--Premier Asquith 


announced in the House of Commons to- 
day that steps were in contemplation 
which involved a reconstruction of the 
Government upon a broader personal 


and political basis. 

The Premier said: 

“Nothing has been definitely ar- 
ranged as yet, but in order to avoid any 
possible misapprehension I wish to make 
clear here and now three things. 

“First, any changes will not affect the 

osition of the Prime Minister or of the 
ilies Secretary; second, there will be 
no change in the policy of the country 
as regards the continued prosecution of 
the war with all possible energy and by 
means of every available resource, and 
third and last, and of great importance 
to the honorable friends behind me, and 

I have no doubt, to the opposition, is 

this: 

that may be made will be for the pur- 
poses of the War alone and is not to be 
taken in any quarter or for any reas6n 
as indicating anything in the nature of 

a surrender or a compromise on the part 

of any person or pody of persons of 

their several political ideals. 

“This is as far as I can go. Nothing 
definite yet has taken place, but if any 
arrangement is made the House will 
have the fullest opportunity of express- 
ing its views.’ 

In Interest of the Nation, 

The references of the Premier to the 
prosecution of the war were greeted with 
loud and prolonged cheering. The Prime 
Minister was followed by Andrew Bonar 
Law, leader of the Opposition, who said: 

"T think it only necessary to say on 
behalf of my friends and self that at 
the stage this has reached, our only 
consideration in regard to the further 
steps to be.taken is what is the best 
method of finishing the war successfully 
and we leave out of our minds abso- 
slutely all considerations, political and 
otherwise beyond that. 

' “Of course if such an arrangement 
should take place it is obvious our con- 
victions on other subjects will remain 
unchanged, and will be settled when the 
war is over.” 
Meaning of the Changes. 

Speaking in the Guild Hall today, at 
a meeting called to thank the colonies 
publicly for the way they have rallied 
to the help of the mother country, An- 
drew Bonar Law, opposition leader in 
the House of Commons, referring to the 
possibility of political changes in the 
Government, said: 

“Such a combination would be use- 
less, and perhaps worse than useless, 
except as a means to a combination of 
the nation—a nation organized from top 
to bottom for the purpose of endinng 
this war.” 

Law spoke from the same platform as 
Premier Asquith, the latter also having 
addressed the Colonial meeting. 

The Cabinet changes have been precip- 
fiated by Baron John Fisher of Kilver- 
stone, Admiral of the Fleet and First 
Bea Lord of the Admiralty, who was 
brought from retirement in the early 
months of the war to take office, for 
the sole reason that he possessed the 
confidence of the navy as no other Brit- 
ish seaman did. Lord Fisher, since the 
commencement of, the Dardanelles expe- 
dition, has found himself continually at 
odds with his civilian chief, Winston 
Spencer Churchill, First Lord of the 
Admiralty. 

These gifferences eventually became 
#o acute that Lord Fisher has handed in 
his resignation, and in doing so, has 
forced the Liberal ministry—already 
weakened from a variety of causes—the 
failure of the Lioyd-George anti-drink 
program, the reported inability of the 
army to secure urgently needed ammu- 
nition, and others—to accept the aid of 

the Unionists.

been grievously disregarded." 

Instead of this, the Times says, Kitch- 
ener has persisted in sending over 
shrapnel, which, deadly against. troops 
in the open, is absolutely valueless 
against strong intrenchments, and this. 
in the face of the act of the French 
in steadily increasing their proportion 
of high explosives. ; 

The Unionist dissatisfaction with Mr. 
Churchill tn the Admiralty is of much 
longer standing, and dates back to his 
spectacular and ineffectual sortie t» 
Antwerp a few days before that city 
fell, with the result that the naval bri- 
gade narrowly escaped being entrapped 
in the city and falling into the Ger- 
man hands in a body. 

Lord Fisher’s quarrel with his chief, 
it ig said, began with the Dardanelles 
expedition. A curious feature of this 
episode is the belief in Liberal. circies 
that the point on which Lord Fisher 
threw his whole weight against the 
Government's decision—the first attack 
on the Dardanelles forts by the fleet, 
unsupported by land forces—was really 
originated by Mr. Balfour, as a mem- 
ber of the Committee on Imperial De- 
fense.

Letter Read in Colorado Strike 
Hearing Tells of Influence 
of Company in Politics. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—Responsibil- 
ity for the Colorado coal strike was 
laid at the door of minor officials of the 
coal companies directly In touch with 
the men, in testimony today before the 
Industrial Relations Commission, by the 
Rev. Eugene 8S. Geiddis, a Methodist 
clergyman and former superintendent of 
the sociological work. for the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Co. Minor officials in 
touch with the men were “brutes and 
enn schpeuanehtiny bullies,”’ he said. 

“Did you find that generally to be the 
case?’ asked Chairman Walsh. 

“Yes, sir, I did.’’ 

Walsh asked if there were no State 
officers to protect workers against cru- 
elties at the hands of minor bosses. 

“The State of Colorado is represented 
in the closed camps and in some of the 
open camps by Justices of the Peace, 
who were company men,” said Geiddis. 
“Coal at any cost, was the avowed policy 
of the small bosses. One of them told 
me that a drunken spree was good for a 
miner, because he worked harder to 
make up after the spree.” 

Sub-Bosses in Politics. 

Influence of the sub-bosses of the Col- 
orado company was important in poli- 
tics, Geiddis said. He said in the na- 
tional election in November, 1914, he 
saw a mine store manager and a local 
superintendent acting as election judges 
at the polls in violation of the State iaw. 
Sociological conditions in the camps, 
while considerable betterment work had 
been undertaken, were generally bad and 
‘“‘cursed by saloon associations’ and in 
many cases “‘disreputably disgraceful.” 
One of the directors of the company, he 
said, told him in Denver a few years 
ago: 

“We might as well confess it, we 
have not given the miners anything but 
the saloon.’”’ 

Geiddis thought the company profited 
by the camp saloon. 
Twenty -five years ago, he said, four- 
fifths of the men in the Colorado mines 
spoke the English language. Not long 
before the strike, however, he asserted. 
“the ratio was exactly reversed and only 
one-fifth of the employes were English- 
speaking.”’ 

“We were informed,” he said, ‘that 
foreigners were given the preferred 
places, because they were better money 
makers. Aliens were encouraged to 
crowd out the higher grade workers.”’ 

Saloons Chamber of Horrors. 

“The policy of the company,’ said the 
witness, “is to condone parceling out 
camp saloons, Many in company build- 
ings, to human ghovu!s, who operate them 
illegally in connivance with the Mar- 
Shals. Saloons, after pay days, are 
chambers. of horrors, and outlaws are 
fattening on the earnings of the miners 
with the tacit approval of Mr. 
feller’s officials.’’ 

“Is it a fact,”’ asked Chairman Walsh, 
“that the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co. 
still has control of politics in Colorado?’’ 

‘“‘They control it as far as they dare, ’ 
Geiddis replied, ‘“‘although I do not think 
they do it to such an extent as before 
the coal strike. They absolutely con- 
trolled it before the strike.”’ 

Chairman Walsh read into the record 
a letter sent to the commission by Joh: 
D. Rockefeller Jr., written by L. M. 
Bowers, chairman of the executive de- 
partment of the company, in May, 1912. 

“The Colorado (Fuel and Iron Co. for 
mauy years,’’ he wrote, ‘“‘were accused 
of being the political dictator of South- 
ern Colorado and in fact were a mighty 
power in the entire State.

SUMMING UP IN 
BARNES’ LIBEL 
CASE IS BEGUN 


Counsel for Roosevelt Contends 
Colonel Was Justified in His | 
Statements. 


SYRACUSB, N. Y., May 19.—John M. 
Bowers, chief counsel for Theodore | 
Roosevelt, today summed up in the 
Supreme Court here the case of the de- 
fense in William Barnes’ suit for libel. 
He assailed the truth of many of the 
statements made on the witness stand 
by the plaintiff and presented arguments 
to the jury designed to show that his 
client was justified in saying the things 
he did avout the former chairman of the 
Republican State Committee. 

The .lawyer contended that the suit 
was not brought with the purpose of 
obtaining pecuniary damages but in 
reality was a ‘‘game to lower the de- 
fendant before the people of the United 
States.’’ 

Counsel for Barnes were to sum 
during the afternoon session. 

Justics William S. Andrews will de- 
hver his charge to the jury tomorrow 
morning, according tc the present plans 
In that event the case will be in the 
hands of the jury before noon tomorrow. 

On the opening of court Henry L. 
Wolf, of counsel for Barnes, made a 
motion to strike from the record evi- 
dence regarding printing elicited from 
Barnes on cross-examination. The mo- 
tion was denied. 

Directed Verdict Asked. 

A motion that the jury be directed to 
find a verdict for the plaintiff was then 

made. This was based primarily upon 
the ground that no evidence in justifica- 
tion had been offered for various por- 
tions of the alleged libelous article which 
the Court had held tc be libel per se. 
Wolf called particular attention ,to that 
part of the article upon which the suit 
was based in which Barnes’ name was 
linked with that of Charles F. Murphy, 
leader of Tammany, and in which it was 
stated that Murphy was ‘‘aided and 
abetted” by Barnes. Wolf also laid par- 
ticular emphasis on the fact that much 
of thé evidence offered in justification 
was based on alleged happenings of 
many years ago. 

Justice Andrews, in reply, said he 
would restrict the jury’s consideration 
to two charges—the general charge that 
there was a corrupt alliance between 
Barnes and Murphy and that Barnes 
worked through an alliance between 
crooked business and crooked politics. 


up 


Outlines His Charge. 

In regard to the first charge, Justice 
Andrews said the jury had a right to 
consider the evidence in regard to the 
alleged combination that is claimed to 
have resulted in the deadlock of 1911 
over the election of a United States 
Senator. In regard to the second 
charge he said the justification seemed 
to be based on evidence regarding con- 
versations between the plaintiff and de- 
fendant about 15 years ago. The motion 
to direct the jury to find a verdict in 
favor of the plaintiff was then denied. 

Justice Andrews later remarked that 
no question of privilege would be sub- 
mitted to the jury. The fact, he said, 
that there was a political campaign in 
progress at the time of the publication 
of the alleged libel made no difference 
and if the facts stated in the article 
were vot true, then the individual named 
in the article had been libeled. If guch 
was the case, the jury, he added, must 
then determine the amount of punitive 
damages. 

Bowers then began to sum up for the 
defense,

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN

jersey and white running shorts, which 
left his knees bare, and he was bare- 
headed.

Training for Battie. 
Now, the future King of England is not 
getting up at daybreak these chilly 
spring mornings and reeling off a half 
a dozen miles or so because he particu- 
larly enjoys it. He is doing it for pre- 
cisely the same reason that the prize 
fighter does it—he is training for 
battle. 
To me there was something wonder- 
fvlly significant and characteristic in 
the sight of that young man plugging 
doggedly along a. country road.

of the British battle line. Every sol- 
dier in France has come to realize that 
he is engaged in a struggle without 
parallel In history. a struggle in which 
he is confronted by a formidable, fe- 
roclous and resourceful opponent, and 
frum which he is by no means certain 
to emerge a victor; and he Is therefore 
methodically and systematically pre- 
pearing to win that struggle just as a 
pugilist prepares himself for a battle 
in the prize ring. 

Every British soldier in France has 
come to a realization of the terrible 
gravity of the situation that faces him. 
You don’t hear him singing ‘‘Tipperary”’ 
any more, or boasting about what he is 
going to do when he gets to Berlin. He 
has come to have a most profotind re- 
spect for the fighting qualities of the 
men in the spiked helmets. 


He knows that he, an amateur boxér. 
us it were, is up against the world’s 
heavyweight professional champion, and 
he realizes, to use hts own expression. 
that he has “one hell of a job” in front 
of him. He has already found to his 
cost and to his great disgust that his 
opponent has no intention of being ham- 
pered by the rules laid down by the 
late Marquis of Queensberry. One of 
these days, however, when he is quite 
ready, he expects to give that opponent 
the surprise of his life by landing on 
him with both feet, spikes on his shoes 
and brass knuckles on_ his fingers. 
Meanwhile, like the young Prince in the 
running shorts, he has buckled down 
with grim determination to the task of 
getting himself into condition. 

I suppose that, if I were really politic 
and far-sighted, I would cuddle up to 
the War Office and make myself solid 
with the General Staff by confidently 
asserting that the British army is the 
most efficient killing machine in exist- 
ence, and that its complete and early 
triumph is as certain as that sparks 
fly upward. Neither of these assertions 
would be true, though in saying. this 
I am perfectly aware that I am inviting 
the blue pencil of censors. 

Marvel in Military History, 

It should be borne in mina that the 
British did not begin the building of 
their war machine until about nine 
months ago, while the German organi- 
zation is the result of upwards of half . 


century of unceasing thought experi- 
ment and endeavor. But what the Brit 
ish have accomplished in 


these nino 
months is one of the marvels of military 
history. ; 
The machine that they have knocked 
together, though still a trifle wabbly 
end somewhat creaky in its joints, is 
1 am convinced, eventually going to mn 
the business.

You can’t really appreciate what this 
British war machine is like or what it 
is accomplishing by reading about it. 
You have to see it for yourself, as I 
did. And it is by no means easy to 
see, either, for along the thirty-odd 
miles of battle front held by the Brit- 
igh, war corespondents are about 
welcome as the smallpox. 
For miles and miles roads are lined 
with huge English lorries, in their war 
coat of elephant gray, with converted 
London busses and with ambulances, 
until you begin to wonder if there are 
any automobiles left in England. 
Traffic Police and Speed Laws. 
So crowded are the highways behind 
the British front that at the street 
corners in the towns and at the cross 
roads in the country are posted mili- 
ary police, with scarlet flags who con- 
trol the traffic, just as do the police-

men in American cities. The roads 
are never permitted to fall into 
despair. Road gangs and steam 
rollers are constantly at work. There 
are speed limits signs posted every 


where, heretofore practically unknown 
in France, where anyone who was care- 
less enough to get run over was liable 
to arrest for obstructing the traffic. 

At frequent intervals along the roads 
are blacksmith shops and automobile 
repair stations. On the door of every 
house, whether cottage or chateau, is 
marked in chalk the number of men whe 
can be billeted in it. There are signs 
indicating where water can be obtained 
and fodder and pasturage. The things 
that interest most, however, were the 
transports. That “an army marches on 
its belly” is as true today as when Na- 
poleon said it; and the army service 
corps is keeping filled the belly of the 
Rritish soldier. It is, by the way, a sig- 
nificant fact that, while the efficiency 
of the British transports is steadily in- 
creasing, that of the Germans is, be- 
cause of shortage of rubber and the poor 
quality of its gasoline, as steadily de- 
creasing. 

The work being done by the army 
medical corps is no less remarkable than 
that of ite sister branch of the service 
The business of getting the wounded 
from the firing line to the hospitals has 
been so systematized and speeded up 
that, as one Tommie remarked, “You 
‘ears a ‘ell of a noise, and then the 
nurse says, ‘Sit up and take this

The 
Grogan letter has been construed in 
Kentucky to mean the writer favored 
statewide prohibition. 
Text of the Two Letters. 

The Shannon letter was written in 
response to a letter frdém the Rev. 
Thomas B. Shannon, superintendent of 
the Antis Saloon League in New Jer- 
sey. .It is as follows: 

I am in favor of local option. I am 
a thorough believer of local self- 
government and belleve that every 
self-governing community which con- 
stitutes a social unit should have 
the right to control the matter of 
the regulation or withohlding of 
licenses. 

So far as I myself am concerned, 
therefore, I can never consent to 
have the question of local option 
made an issue between political par- 
ties in this State. My judgmeuit is 
very clear in this matter 
The Grogan letter was written to E. 

W. Grogan of Byers, Tex., July 6, 1911, 
in the heat of the state-wide dry cam- 
paign there. It was published in Home 
and State, edited by the Rev. Dr. D. D. 
Rankin of Dallas, in the interest of the 
prohibition cause, and was also printed 
in several daily papers in Texas, and 
created a profound sensation. In the 
letter the then Gov. Wilson said: 

I believe that for some states 
state-wide prohibition is possitle and 
desirable because of their relative 
homogeneity, while for others I think 
that state-wide prohibition is not 
practicable. I hava no reason to 
doubt, from what I know of the cir- 
cumstances, that state-wide prohibi- 
tion is both practicable and desirable 
in Texas. 

Were Interpreted Differently. 

In view of the widely divergent in- 
terpretations placed upon the two let- 
ters, W. B. Haldeman, editor of the 
Louisville Times, wrote the resident as 
follows: 

“Statewide prohibition has been made 
an issue by two of the candidates for 
the Democratic gubernatorial nomina- 
tion in Kentucky, and in that connec- 
tion the so-called Grogan letter is being 
used to imply that you approve of this 
principle in certain circumstances which 
are declared to fit the present Kentucky 
political situation. On the other hand 
the so-called Shannon letter is being 
used in an effort to prove that you 
stand for local self-government as a 
principle for Democrats to observe.

ARE NAVAL REROES, 
EVERY ONE OF EM 


Stood Watch With Death on De- 
stroyer Which They Thought 
Was Doomed. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bareau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 19.—There are thou- 
sands of potential heroes in the Atlantic 
fleet which sailed from here yesterday, 
but the men of the destroyer McDougal 
have shown the stuff of which they are 
made. They have stood watch with 
Geath in the dark and angry sea and, 
with silent fortitude, awaited for hours 
the hand which they expected would 
sweep them into eternity. 

A naval officer recently said: ‘‘It isn’t 
that we have the best ships, the best 
guns and the best armor in al] the 
world, but we do believe that we have 
the best men, and they are the ones 
who shall make our naval history.”’ 

What the men of the McDougal did is 
looked upon throughout the navy as u 
brilliant example of the courage and 
determination of the men of the service. 
There was nothing theatrical about it, 
and there was not one chance in a 
thousand that what they did would be 
further chronicled than in the grim of- 
ficial announcement that they had gone 
down with their vessel. In their hearts 
they felt that they were about to die, 
and they stood at their posts and waited. 

Torpedo Expert in Command. 

The McDougal is in command of Com- 
mander. L. C. Palmer, a former 8t. 
Louisan, appointed to the Annapolis 
Naval Academy from Missouri in 1892, 
who is accounted one of the navy’s 
torpedo experts. And he was in 
command of the men when they 
Weathered eternity. That they are 
with him still is but one of the tokens 
of their willingness to serve under him 
through all hazard, because the narra- 
tive of the McDougal’s men has to do 
with the time they served with Palmer 
on the destroyer Aylwin, now at the 
Norfolk navy yard. She will go into 
comn:ission next moath, after a year in 
the hands of shipwrights. 

The Aylwin, accompanied by other 
vessels of the destroyer flotilla, was 
coming up the coast from Guantanamo 
in April of last year. They were all 
bound for Norfolk and were running 
through a high and powerful sea at a 
speed of 20 knots—loafing along, the 
bluejackets called it. 

At 3:4 o'clock on the morning of April 
6, when the flotilla was off Hatteras, 
the drum of the Aylwin’s forward boil- 
er flew out. The explosion tore a hole 
in her side from her upper deck to with- 
In a foot of her keel. In an instant 
every light aboard went out and the 
sea rushed into the great gash in her 
side, 


Every Man to His Station. 
Palmer was asleep upon a transom 


in the cabin, because the rolling of the 
destroyer made it impossible for him to 
keep in his berth. The explosion brought 
him to his feet at once, as it hid prac- 
tically all of the 94 men in the crew. 

Every man aboard her went to his sta- 
ticn as if it were.a drill. They did not 
know what had happened beyond the 
fact that there was a hole in their ves- 
sel and that she was about to go down. 
Not a man spoke as he buckled his life 
preserver about him. It was “Stations 
all!” and every man at attention, wait: 
ing. 

With electric flash lamps an inspection 
was made of the boiler compartment and 
there thre2 men were found, scaided 
and dying in the water which had 
rushed in. Palmer, with a signal pistol, 
fired a message to the other destroyers 
that he was sinking, lut they had heard 
the explosion and were standing by. The 
Cassin and the Cummings came to the 
Aylwin’s quarter and offered to taxe the 
men of the Aylwin off, but every man 
Jack refused. They said they would 
remain with the vessel and her com- 
mander. They were told the Aylwin had 
been so injured that she could not re- 
main afloat, but they still refused. 


Injureq Men Brought Up. 
with the greatest difficulty the three 


injured men in the boiler room were 
brought up on deck. The greatest dif- 
ficulty was encountered when it came 
to getting at Barney Glynn, the water 
tender. He stoutly refused to be moved 
until assured that the other two men in 
the boiler room had been lifted to the 
deck. Then his first plea was that not 
lone word of what had happened should 
be told his sick wife :n Norfolk because, 
he said, his death would be too great a 
shock for her to bear. 

With the hole in her side and the sea 
beating over her the Aylwin sank lower 
and lower. It seemed that her final 
plunge would come with the very next 
wave. But the men stood firm at their 
posts, and not a soul spoke in answer to 
orders. 

Why the Aylwin Jid not sink within 
five minutes after the explosion has al- 
ways been a mystery to the Navy De- 
partment. But she gave her crew no in- 
dication that she would float until the 
very fact that she did not go down came 
as a sort of answer to the question 
“How long?’ 

So, until daylight, she labored in the 
heavy sea in utter darkness. When 
the light did come, the destroyer Park- 
er got a line to her and the destroyer 
Benham ran alongside and took off the 
three injured men. Again was the offer 
made to take the crew off and again it 
was refused. Then began the Purker's 
long, slow journey to Norfolk, 125 miles 
away, with the shattered Aylwin drag- 
ging after. The Benham made a race 
of it for the sake of the injured, but 
they were hurt beyond recovery. With- 


in a week all were dead.

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CO-OPERATION OF 


NATIONS NEEDED 
FOR WORLD PEACE 


John Bassett Moore Says Arbi- 
tration, Conciliation and Leg- 
islation Are Necessary. 


Pv Associatea Press. 
MOHONK LAKE, N. Y., May 19.— 


John Bassett Moore, president of the 
Lake Mohonk Conference on Interna- 
tional Arbitration, made “International 
.Co-Operation” the subject of the .ad- 
dress which he delivered at the confer- 
ence today, and was given close atten- 
tion, in view of the fact that, as former 
counselor of the Department of State, 


Moore has had much practical experi- 
ence in handling matters of interna- 
tional concern. 

Moore referred to the fact that the ad- 
dress which he delivered before the con- 
ference last year had been reported as 
having a pessimistic tone in regard to 
the value of present treaties of arbitra- 
tion. 


“Upon this interpretation,"’ said Moore, 
“nerhaps no comment is necessary be- 
yond that which is furnished by the 
tragic events that have since occurred: 
“These events inculcate the importance 
of facing candidly the realities of life 
and the grave problems which they in- 
volve. The tendency of the human mind, 
running in advance of results, to treat 
as an accomplished fact that which it 
desires to bring about, may often exert 
in the affairs of life a useful and help- 
ful influence; but when, following the 
‘illusions of hope,’ it bids us close our 
eyes to actual conditions and to rely in 
comfortable security upon safeguards 
that either do not exist or are so de- 
fective as to be practically non-existent, 
it may become a peril as well as a hin- 
drance to wise and essential effort:’’ 
Co-Operative Spirit Lacking. 

Pointing out that, although a world 
court had been-established at The Hague 
16 years ago, the spirit of co-operation 
has been lacking to support it and make 
it effective, Moore discussed some of 
the necessary steps to secure interna- 
tional co-operation. 

“At the present day,’’ he said, ‘‘the 
world is groping about for something 
which will establish a reign of law 
among nations similar to that which ex- 
ists within each individual state. It is 
evident that the first condition is the 
regulation of the conception of nation- 
ality. Exaggerated to.the point where 
it either subordinates human rights to 
supposed national interests, or regards 
the interests of humanity as being ca- 
pable of realization only through a par- 
ticular national agency, there can be 
no doubt that this conception directly in- 
cites to the transgression of the bounds 
of law and justice. 

“Neyertheless, when we come @ gna- 
iyze the conception of nationality, as 
expounded by the philosophers, we find 
its principal ingredients are largely 
imaginary.”’ 

The principle that every independ- 
ent nation has the right to declare 
war and, having declared it, to as- 
sume the rights of conquest, Moore 
anid, would have to be restricted be- 
fore there was anything like a reign 
of law among nations. 

International Police. 

“Far more difficult than the statement 
of the object to be attained is the formu- 
lation and application of measures to 
carry it into effect. Here again it is of 
the first importance to grasp in its de- 
tails the problem with which we are 
dealing. During the past 10 years we 
have, for instance, often been assured 
that what the world needs is an arbitra- 
tion tribunal and an ‘international po- 
lice’ to enforce its awards. This state- 
ment seems to disclose both a miscon- 
ception of fact, and an incomplete grasp 
of conditions. The misconception of 
fact is the supposition that the evil from 
which the world today suffers is the 
disregard of arbitral awards. In reality, 
arbitral awards have been remarkably 
well observed. The actual problem with 
which the world is confronted is how to 
induce nations to accept not the results 
but the process of arbitration. 

“The proposal for an ‘international po- 
lice’ requires a more extended examina- 
tion. The underlying idea of an inter- 
national police appears to be that of a 
force to compel all states, without re- 
gard to their strength or weakness, to 
observe international law; and; when so 
extended, the proposal is at once seen to 
be closely connected with the question 
of the limitation, or of the development, 
as the case may be, of national arma- 
ments. 


“How large a force, it may be asked, 
would have to be maintained in order 
effectually to hold in check any of the 
great Powers of Europe if their nation- 
al armaments were continued on the 
scale of the past 2 years? It is manifest 
that it would have to be practically 
overwhelming unless it were merely to 
have the effect of the great armaments 
of Europe today in involving in hostil- 
ities a larger number of men and mak- 
ing armed conflict more bloody and 
more costly. 

Can't Rely on Force Alone. 

“The fact cannot be too often or too 
strongly stated that, for the preserva- 
tion of order, national or international), 
we cannot rely upon force alone. Force 
is not an end; it is merely the means 
to an end. Situations often arise i, 
which the resort to forcible measures 
tends to provoke conflict rather than to 
prevent it. Economic pressure may in 
many instances be far more efficacious 
than attempt at direct coercion; nor are 
proofs wanting that forbearance may 
sometimes be more effective than either. 
even leading to the eventual acceptance 
of wise solutions which were in the heat 
of controversy rejected. We must not 
forget that, back of all effort, moral or 
physical, lie the feelings, the sentiments, 
the aspirations of humanity; and it is 
only by the organization of forces, 
moral and physical, in such manner as 
to assure justice and contentment 
through co-operation, that widespread 
outbreaks of violence can be avoided. 

‘Jo order to attain this end, it would 
be necessary to provide for the employ- 
ment of three different kinds of agen- 
cies, which may be designated by the 
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conciliation, legisla- 
tion. 
Judicial Process. 

“Arbitration represents the judicial 
process. As defined in The Hague Con- 
vention for the Pacific Settlement of In- 
ternational Disputes, ‘international ar- 
bitration has for its object the settle. 
ment of differences between states by 
judges of their own choice, on the basis 
of respect for law.’ With the object of 
facilitating the immediate recourse to 
this process, the convention provided for 
the establishment of a ‘permanent court 
of arbitration, accessible at all times,’ 
and proceeding in accordance with defi- 
nite rules, for the establishment of an- 
other or additional tribunal differently 
constituted. 


“The fact is generally admitted that 
for the preservation of peace and order 
judicial methods will not alone suffice. 
Even though it be demonstrable that 
international arbitration may be car- 
ried, because it has been carried, far 
beyond the limits set in some of our 
general treaties of arbitration, it is, 
nevertheless, true that the judicial pro- 
cess is not adequate to all the needs of 
international life. It often happens that 
differences can be effectually adjusted 
only by the removal of their causes, and 
this may require the exercise of a power 
and discretion beyond the application of 
existing rules. The exercise of such a 
power would properly be vested in a 
tribunal of conciliation. 


No Nation Above the Law 
‘In the formation of an international 
organization, provision for the defini- 
tion and improvement of the rules of 
international intercourse would form av 
important and essential part. A step In 
this direction was taken in the peace 
conference at The Hague, but it fell far 
short of what is necessary to make the 
legislative process effective. This is par- 
ticularly the case in respect of the 


power to enact rules of law. In The 
Hague conferences unanimity was nec- 
essary to the establishment of a ruie 
binding on all the Powers; and even in 
the treaties relating to the conduct of 
war, it was provided that they shoul 
not be obligatory unless all the parties 
to the particular conflict had ratified 
them.* It.is probably true that, if there 
were allowed to each independent statc, 
as has heretofore been done, a single 
vote, a mere majority rule would be 
quite unacceptable. 

“While I am not so much disturbed

apprehension that small states would 


not be found systematically to unite 
against larger states, yet the rule of 3 
mere numerical majority of nations 
would necessarily meet with strong op- 
position. The requirement of unanim- 
ity must, however, be done away witc 
before an international lawmaking 
Power can be effectually established, 
and there, should be no difficulty in 
abolishing it, when the principle, so 
essential to international organization, 
is once accepted, that no nation is so 
high or so powerful-as to be above the 
law.”’ 

Dr. John Grier Hibben, president of 
Princeton University, stirred the con- 
ference by taking issue with pacificists 
who favor disarmament and by advo- 
cating a wise preparedness of our mili- 
tary forces in the United States. 

“I do not advocate preparedness for 
war,” he said, “but a preparedness 
against war—a preparedness which in 
the event of the catastrophe of war 
itself will prevent the enormous initial 
sacrifice of human lives which has char- 
acterized every war in which the United 
States has been engaged throughout our 
history. 

“T am not in sympathy with the peace 
propaganda which is being prosecuted 
in many of our schools, so far, at least, 
as it endeavors to quicken the peace 


of the young children the horrors or 
the economical losses of war.’’ 

Never in the 21 years of its existence 
had the Lake Mohonk conference heard 
such a call to arms.

Critics of First Lord Say He Was 
Too Hasty in Dardenelles 
Operations, 


CALLED A POLITICIAN 


Declared He Ordered Naval 
Movements Against Advice 
of Sea Lords. 


LONDON, May 19.—The Dardanelles 
expedition has been made the occasion 
for another strong attack upon Mr. 
Churchill by his persistent enemies, 
who seen now about to achieve a re- 
organization of the Cabinet in this way. 

Briefly told, the charge against him 
is this: The question of forcing the 
Dardanelles and taking Cpnstantinople 
having been mentioned in a Cabinet 
conference, it is said that Mr. Church- 
ill, consulting nobody else, went to the 
head of the Intelligence Department of 
the Admiralty and asked him if he 
thought the scheme possible. The reply 
was that it wds quite possible when the 
Queen Elizabeth and other heavy ships 
should be available, but that the work 
of the fleet would have to be support- 
ed by a land force. 

The story then goes that Mr. Church- 
ill simply told his colleagues that the 
Intelligence Department of the Admir- 
alty considered the scheme perfectly 
feasible, but said nothing to them of 
the necessity for a supporting land 
force. 

With the memory of the First Lord’s 
great work in having the grand fleet 
mobilized before the outbreak of the 
war, it is said that the Cabinet once 
more gave him a free hand and that 
Mr. Churchill immediately proceeded to 
order an unassisted fleet operation 
against the Dardanelles. This, it is 
said, he did against most urgent re- 
quests of Lord Fisher and also of Lord 
Kitchener. 

The further charge is made against 
Churchill that when the fleet opera- 
tions began to appear slow he ordered 
the Admiral to cable to hasten matters, 
with the result that three battleships 
were sacrificed. It may be said that 
Churchill as First Lord of the Admiral- 
ty, assuming that he acted in the way 
described, did so within his technical 
rights, but contrary to general usage. 

As will be easily understood, it is im- 
possible to vouch for the accuracy of tife 
foregoing; but it is an accurate state- 
ment of the charges made against 
Churchill by those who are anxious to 
see him deposed from the post of First 
Lord. 

As at the time of the Antwerp ex- 
pedition,. the attack upon him is led by 
the Morning Post, which returns to its 
argument “‘that the man at the wheel 
in this war is the soldier and salflor, and 
that for politicians to interfere in the 
conduct of naval and military operations 
is altogether wrong and may easily be 
disastrous.” 

Morning Post Renews Attack. 

In slightly more veiled terms, the 
Morning Post, in its editorial, put for- 
ward the charge against Churchill prac- 
tically as stated above. This was the 
morning after Lord Charles Beresford 
asked the Prime Minister in the House 
of Commons a series of questions imply- 
ing that the First Lord had ordered the 
fleet to attempt the forcing of the Dar- 
danelles, not only entirely upon his own 
responsibility but in direct opposition to 
the professional advice of the four Sea 
Lords. 

Neither the accusation of Lord Charles 
Beresford nor that of the Morning Post 
has received any contradiction. The sup- 
porters of Churchill, whose views are 
well expressed by the Westminster 
Gazette, argue that “‘perhaps the accu- 
sation has not been contradicted because 
it seems to bear on the fgce of it evi- 
dence of its own inacouracy.”’ 

The Morning Post, returning to the 
charge, declares that their statement 
has not been denied becayge it is true. 
It repeats the charge that Churchill “‘is 
habitually overriding the experts in the 
direction of the naval campaign,” and 
goes on: “We asserted that he had 
done so at Antwerp and, as the Govern- 
ment is well aware, we had substantial 
proofs’ on which to found our assertion. 
We assert again that the naval attack 
on the Dardanelles was against the opin- 
ion of Lord Fisher.”’

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The report.that the President will bring Great 
Britain to book for illegal interference with 
American commerce undoubtedly is true. The 
British as well as the Germans must toe the 
mark of law and obligation. 

But the two issues must not be mixed. They 
are based upon distinct offenses. From the 
American standpoint they are not related. Each 
nation must answer for its own offenses per- 
petrated against us which must be distinguished 
and completely separated from their acts in re- 
spect to each other. The only point at which 
there is relation between their acts towards eac% 
other and towards us is in the German submarine 
warfare which has destroyed, without warning, 
American lives on British ships. But while the 
attacks are aimed at British ships the issue of 
‘the destruction of American lives and property 
is an issue to be settled directly with us. 

The Gérman issue differs radically from the 
British issue. Both involve violations of law 
and rights, but the latter touches only property, 
while the former touches life as well as property. 
The Germans are striking the Amefican heart 
and honor as well as the American pocketbook, 
whereas the British are injuring only the pocket- 
book. The question of humanity is not involved 
in British offenses. 

Germany must deal with our issue herself. 
She cannot shift the responsibility to her eh- 
emies. How she deals with it will have a vital 
effect on her standing in the civilized world and 
on the results of the war. It is impossible to 
defy successfully the moral judgment of the 
world. 

Reports of the attitude of other neutral Pow- 
ers indicate strong support of our position which 
may lead to concerted action. Neither side in 
this war can afford to earn the moral condemna- 
tion of the neutral nations. The weight of oppo- 
sition would crush those who undertook to with- 
stand it.

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WORK OF THE VISITING NURSE. 

A thoughtful letter to the Post-Dispatch makes 
the point that, in the fight against tuberculosis, 
the work of the visiting nurse is mainly educa- 
tional. The writer says, this being the case, 
“why not buy a daily column in the Post-Dis- 
patch? It would reach more people in a month 
than 25 nurses would in 10 years, and it would 
not cost the city $2500 a month either.” 

If it were merely a question of publicity, the 
daily printed lesson on symptoms and treatment, 
in a widely read newspaper, would be better than 
the same sort of education by a corps of visiting 
nurses. But there is no comparison between the 
two modes of attacking the disease, as is con- 
vincingly shown in the article by Sophie Irene 
Loeb on the work of visiting nurses, in Tues- 
day's Post-Dispatch. 

A very large number of individuals and fami- 
lies afflicted with tuberculosis are, unfortunate- 
ly, too poor to take a daily paper. The article 
by Miss Loeb, the first of a series on the sub- 
ject, is heartrending for its exposure of the con- 
ditions of destitution and ignorance that must! 
be changed, in St. Louis and all the large cities. 
And the reader will be convinced that nothing 
but the most intelligent and humane persona! 
treatment, which the visiting nurse alone can 
give, can fill the need. The visiting nurse does 
not merely give advice. She is a social servitor. 
She attacks the problem of destitution, as well 
as of disease. She arranges for food and medi- 
cine; for isolation when necessary, and for re- 
moval to sanitaria or the country. 

St. Louis must have a sufficient body of these 
nurses. Their cost will be as nothing compared 
with the good they can do.

Proprietor Oswald G. Villard, who cannot by 
any flight of the imagination be deemed a partial 
critic, has written for his New York Evening 
Post .some impressions of Mr. Bryan's official 
character that will serve instructive purposes. 

Mr. Villard finds that Mr. Bryan, under prac- 
tical test, lacks the sophistication of the forceful, 
effective diplomat. It must not be supposen that 
that is a deficiency normally associated with the 
makeup of men described as “great commoners.”

SOME NEW RECIPES. 


Braised Beef—One pound of chuck 
or juicy piece of beef, cut in cubes. 
AG@é cold water, put on back of stove 
two or three hours. At about one hour 
before serving boil down, having enough 
water left to make gravy. Season, 
thicken and always add a few celery 
leaves crushed in the hands and leave 
out the sticks, as you will find an im- 
provement in flavor of beef. Serve with 
baked potatoes. 

Ohicken Terrapin—Cut chicken that 
has been boiled the day before into 
small pieces, about 2% cups. Put into 
saucepan with 1 ounce of butter, a very 
littie red pepper, a pinch of salt and 
cook &6 minutes. Add a wine glass of 
madeira wine and boil 8 minutes. Have 
beaten the yolks of 8 eggs, to which is 
added % pint of cream and a little dust 
of flour. Add to the chicken, gently 
stirring until it thickens. Serve very 
hot with strips of buttered toast or with 
bread and butter sandwiches. 


Lemon Cream Pudding. Beat yolks 
f 4 eggs and 4 or 5 tablespoons of 
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adding 1 grated carrot and serve hot 
with croutons. 


Beef Leaf—Two pounds of cheap 
beef chopped fine, 1 ess, 3 crackers, 1 
teaspoon salt, % teaspoon pepper, 1 ta- 
blespoon sage, % cup milk. Form into 
a loaf, put in pan and dot with pieces 
of butter. Have oven rather hot at 
first, and bake about 15 or 20 minutes 
without putting water in pan, then put 
in a cupful or more of water and baste 
loaf frequently, baking it altogether‘ 
about 1% hours. An onion may be 
chopped with meat and crackers if fla- 
vor is liked.
